Hie officials of the 
state and navy departments decline 
to make any statement whatever on 
this subject Just now. but it Is known 
that it has received serious attention 
and that the lack of information as to 
the exact nature of the offense charg­ 
ed against Albers and the possibility 
of his not receiving a fair trial have 
caused an effort to be made to get In 
closer touch with the prisoner.

Parties Herding 
Cattle 
Along 


Highways Should Ask Neigh 


bors About it 


The attorney general of 
Indiana 
states some interesting facts in his 
interpretation of the law regarding 
stock running at large. 
He says stock 
may be allowed to graze along the 
public highways if properly herded, 
but it does not relieve the owner from 
any damage done by the stock. 
The 
land along a road belongs to the own 
of | cr of the abutting property for all pur­ 
poses except for use as a public high­ 
way 
He owns the gram that grows 
on that laud anti no one may use it 
without his consent. 
Anti, therefore, 
though herding is lawful the herder 
must fir*t get the consent of the owner 
of the abutting property, before using 
the grass. 


Although Indiana is not known as 
a tobacco-raising State, comparative 
figures for 1904 and 1905, compiled 
from ft he township assessors' reports 
by Joseph H. Stubbs, chief of tile 
bureau of statistics, show that the 
acreage used in tobacco culture in­ 
creased about 70 per cent, in 1905 over 
the acreage on 1904. 
The figures in­ 
dicate that about 13,500 acres of Ind­ 
iana land is devoted to tile raising of 
tobacco this year. 
There was 8361 
acres of tobacco in Indiana last year. 
Six Indiana counties raise the bulk 
of the tobacco, and in each of them 
the acreage this year shows a large in­ 
crease. 
Jefferson county’ increased in 
tobacco acreage from 726 to 2308; 
Switzerland from 3106 to 3232; Spen­ 
cer from 1388 to 2*401 ; Vigo from 563 
to 2181 ; Warrick from 1082 to 1770, 
and Ohio from 
899 to 685. 
Nevin 
township, Vigo county, hail the largest 
acreage of any. the number being 2165. 
Even Marion county iiad 113 acres 
in tobacco, as compared with 81 acros 
the year before. 
These township assessors^eports also 
show that the wheat acreage which 
last year was less than half of the 
average for the last ten {years, has 
been recovered to some extent, tho 
acreage being slightly over 1,600,000 
as compared with 1.963,193 in 1904. 
The average iii the last ten years is 
about 
2,500,000 acres. 
Knox county 
showed the greatest inceraas in wheat 
acreage, from 19,402 in 1904 to .501,125 
in 1905. 
In Marion county there was 
a slight dei'rease from 24,220 to 22,514. 
In sixty-five cf the counties of the 
Sate there was an increase in wheat 
a reage. 
The figures indicate ti tat the corn 
aerego is about the same, while the 
oats acreage will far exceed any pre­ 
vious record, as it is larger this year 
in all but the following counties: H ar­ 
rison, Jackson, Lawrence, Marshall, 
Martin. Newton, Noble, Owen, Steu­ 
ben, Switzerland, Warrick, Wells and 
White.
